A Copy of the Record in the Family Bible of Burditt Ashton, of 
King George County, Va. 1 

Charles Ashton, born the 3rd of May, 1712, and departed this 
life the 2nd of April, 1781. 

Sarah Ashton, his wife, born on the 9th of July, 1715, and de- 
parted this life on the 28th day of October, 1772. 

Burditt Ashton, 2 son of Charles and Sarah Ashton, born No- 
vember 21, 1747, about twelve o'clock at night. 

Married Ann Washington, daughter of Augustine Washington 
and Anne, his wife, the 19th of December, 1768. Ann Ashton, 
wife of the aforesaid Burditt Ashton, was born on the 2nd of 
April, 1752, and departed this life on the 3rd of June, 1777, about 
11 o'clock in the morning. 

Sarah Ashton, daughter of the above Burditt and Anne Ashton, 
born 30th September, 1769 ; baptized by the Bev. Mr. Will. Stuart: 
John Ashton, Lawrence Ashton, Alexander Spottswood, Mrs. Anne 
Washington, Miss Jane Washington, and Miss Anne Booth, spon- 
sors. 

Charles Augustine Ashton, son of the aforesaid Burditt and 
Anne Ashton, born on the 2nd of December, 1770, and baptized 
by the Bev. Arch d Campbell: Lawrence Washington, William 
Augustine Washington, Anne Washington, Jane Washington, 
Sponsors, and died on the eleventh of September, 1799, aged twen- 
ty-eight years, nine months, and ten days.

Ann Ashton died 27 (here the record is torn), Burditt Ashton, 
Jr., died January 18, 1812. 

Burditt Ashton was married to Sarah Blair, daughter of Cap- 
tain James Blair, and Sarah, his wife, on the 3rd day of Decem- 
ber, 1778. Sarah Ashton, wife of Burditt Ashton, was born on 
the 21st day of February, 1758, and departed this life on the 11th 
of November, 1780, about 1 o'clock, afternoon. 

Sarah Keene Ashton, daughter of the above Burditt and Sarah 
Ashton, born 23rd of September, 1779. William Bernard, David 
Galloway, Henry Ashton, Sarah Bernard, Margaret Galloway, and 
Elizabeth Blair, sponsors. 

Margaret Blair Ashton, daughter of the aforesaid Burditt and 
Sarah Ashton, born 25th of October, 1780, and departed this life 
on the 11th of April, 1781. 

Burditt Ashton was married to Mary Keene, daughter of Cap- 
tain Newton Keene, and Sarah, his wife, on the 18th day of Feb- 
ruary, 1783. 

Mary Ashton, wife of the above Burditt Ashton, was born on the 
30th day of April, 1762. 

John Newton Ashton, 1 son of the abovelBurditt and Mary Ash- 
ton, was born on the 7th day of May, 1784 Charles Ashton, 
John Ashton, Jr., Hannah Ashton, Mary Watts Ashton, Peggy

Hannah Butler Ashton, daughter of the above Burditt and Mary

Charles Ashton, of King George county, Va., was born on the 3d of May, 
1712, and died on the 2d of April, 1781, aged nearly sixty-nine years. Sarah,.

Burditt, son of Charles and Sarah Ashton, was born on the 24th of Novem- 
ber, 1747, and died the 8th of March, 1814, aged sixty-six years. 

On the 19th of December, 1768, Burditt Ashton married Ann, daughter of 
Augustine Washington, by whom he had four children, viz. : Burditt, Sarah, 
Charles and Ann, all of whom died without marrying. 

Mrs. Ann Ashton died 3d of June, 1777. 

Burditt Ashton next married Sarah Blair, daughter of Capt. James Blair, 
on the 3d of December, 1778, who died on the 11th of November, 1780, leav- 
ing one daughter — Sarah Keene Ashton — who married Colonel Stuart, by 
which marriage there were three children, viz. : Charles Stuart, Sarah Blair 
Stuart (who married Gustavus Alexander) and Frances Stuart (who married 

Doctor Lewis, of Brunswick county, Va.) all of whom left quite a number 

of children. 1 

Burditt Ashton, next, married Mary Keene, daughter of Capt. Newton 
Keene, of Northumberland county, Va., on February 18, 1783, by which 
marriage he had three children, viz. : John Newton Ashton, born the 7th of 
May, 1784 ; Hannah Butler Ashton, born 2d November, 1785, and Mary Ash- 
ton, born 16th of November, 1787. 

Mrs. Mary Ashton died about the year 1835. 

John Newton Ashton, son of Burditt and Mary Ashton, married Louisa 
Ann, daughter of Charles Ashton about the year 1810, by whom he had five 
children, viz.: Mary Burditt Ashton, born in the year 1813; John Newton 
Ashton, born 4th Octobber, 1815; Oscar Ashton, born 13th of February, 1819; 
Louisa Ann Ashton, born 1822, and Gurden Chapin Ashton, born in July, 1825. 

On the 25th of July, 1825, Mrs. Louisa Ann Ashton died, in the thirtieth 
year of her age. 

On the 23d day of December, 1830, John Newton Ashton, next, married 
Ann Maria, daughter of Major John Ashton, and in the year 1831 moved from 
King George county, Va., to Washington City, D. C. By Ann Maria Ashton 
he had four children, viz. : Lauramore Ashton, born January 5, 1832 ; James 
Whitcomb and Jackson Van Buren (twins), born 11th of November, 1836, and 
Edgar, born 2d of October, 1839. 

Mrs. Ann Maria Ashton died on the 5th of February, 1840. 

In the year 1849 John Newton Ashton moved to Portsmouth, Va., where 
he resided up to the time of his death, on the 20th day of August, 1855, aged 
seventy-one years, three months and thirteen days. 

Hannah Butler Ashton, danghter of Burditt and Mary Ashton, married 
Capt. George H. Terrett, of Fairfax county, Va. s

Charles Ashton, the emigrant, was, doubtless, a near kinsman of Col. Peter 
Ashton, a resident of Northumberland county, who died sine prole in or before- 
1671. Col. Peter gave his brother James Ashton, of Kirby Underwood, county 
Lincoln, his estate called "Chatterton," in King George county. The latter 
came to Virginia, and died sine prole about 1687. There was another brother, 
John Ashton, of Lowth, county Lincoln, England, who also died sine prole. 
James Ashton gave "Chatterton" to his cousin, John Foster, of Woodbridge, 
in the county of Cambridge, gentleman : and another tract of 200 acres to his- 
cousin John Ashton, haberdasher, living in Bussell street, Covent Garden. 
There is a deed (dated January 10, 1705) recorded in Stafford county, from 
John Poster, of Wisbioh, alias Woodbridge, in the isle of Ely, in the county 
of Cambridge, Gent., to Elisha James, of the city of Bristol, mariner, convey- 
ing that plantation called "Chatterton" (550 acres), on Potomac river, 
bounded by the land called "King of Potomac's Old Fields," the lands of 
Col. William Fitzhugh, etc. ; the said plantation being devised by Peter Ash- 
ton to James Ashton, and by James Ashton to John Foster aforesaid. These 
Ashtons left no descendants in Virginia. They were, most probably, of the- 
family of Ashton of Spalding, Lincolnshire, descended from the Ashtons of 
Chatterton. Lancashire; hence the name of Col. Peter Ashton's estate on the 
Potomac. Col. Henry Ashton Bamsay, of Baltimore, writes: "I noticed among 
the early records at Annapolis that Dr. Thomas Gerrard, with part of his family, 
brought over John and Peter Ashton. Dr. Gerrard was from Lancashire, 
and from the visitations of the county it is shown that the Gerrards and Ash- 
tons intermarried ; also the Kays and AshtonB. Dr. Gerrard removed to West- 
moreland, Virginia, and his goddaughter married Col. Henry Ashton." (See, 
also, Virginia Magazine of History and Biography, Vol. II., p. 27.) 

There is at Westover the tombstone of Lieutenant Colonel Walter Aston, 
whose name has been sometimes written As7iton by mistake. 

There is a deed recorded at Fairfax Courthouse, dated April 1, 1752, 
which states that Col. Henry Ashton, late of Westmoreland county, by deed 
dated March 31, 1731, gave to his two sons, Henry and John^ one large silver 
punchbowl, silver ladle, silver spoons, two silver tankards, one of them hold- 
ing a pottle, the other, something more ; one small silver tankard, four silver 
tumblers, one large silver plate, two silver candlesticks, one silver caudle cup, 
two silver castors, two dozen silver spoons, and five silver salts, etc.; that said 
John Ashton had died intestate, and that Bichard Blackburn, of Prince William 
county, and the widow of said Ashton, who had become possessed of the said 

shows that Hannah Butler Ashton, a daughter of Burditt and Mary, married 
George H. Terrett, of Fairfax county, Va., and the first statement is probably 
an error. She was a sister of my grandfather, John Newton k Ashton, and her 
descendant, George H. Terrett (major United States marine corps, colonel in 
Confederate States Army, etc.), was personally known to my father, John 
Newton ' Ashton.

This "Henricus Alexander Ashton" was No. 17 in the pedigree, page 116. 

"Mount Moriah, in King George county, is situated at Matthias Point, on 

the Potomac. It was the plantation of Colonel John Taylor Washington, who 

died in the service of the Southern Confederacy. The place was bombarded 

and destroyed by Federal gunboats, and Col. Washington's wife, Mary Dent 

Ashton Washington, daughter of George Ashton, of King George county, and 

granddaughter of Hon. Charles Dent, of Charles county, Md., and of Colonel 

Henry Alexander Ashton, of King George county, Va., was forced to fly from 

home, at the dead hour of the night, with her children. She died October 

14, 1898, greatly beloved.
